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In 1929 Nicole Picot (Kay Francis) is a mannequin in a_ small 
modiste shop. She is talented as a designer, ambitious to succeed, but her 
friend, the old dresser Suzanne (Alison Skipworth), reads danger ahead for 
her in the cards with which she tells fortunes. 

. All the girls are suddenly called to the show-room. A stranger, Stefan 
Orloff (Claude Rains), is there. He says he wants gowns and a model 
resembling a certain wealthy French lady, to display at the latter's Paris 
home. He chooses Nicole, and takes her away with him. 

The big house to which he brings her is vacant. Nicole is alarmed, 
and Orloff throws himself on her mercy. He confesses that he is a penniless 
adventurer. He wants her to dress in one of the costumes from the modiste 
shop and go to dinner and the theatre with him and a Parisian banker, from 
who he hopes to promote finances for an ambitious scheme. 

Instinctively, Nicole likes him. If the scheme succeeds, he agrees to 

_ set her up ina fashion shop of her own, as its head and designer. 

Swift flashes cover the intervening. years up to 1936, when Nicole is 
head of the House of Picot, which is having its elaborate fall showing. 
Nicole is there, beautiful, gracious, and divinely gowned. Suzanne is there, 
too, behind the scenes. When Stefan Orloff appears, the old dresser’s 
hatred of him becomes apparent. 

Although Nicole has grown fond of him, 
proposes marriage, for no apparent reason. : 

Fate introduced the reason that very day, in the person of Tony Wayne 
(Ilan Hunter), a young British diplomat. 

Meanwhile we learn that Orloff is involved in a skein of crooked fi- 
nancial deals which cover the Continent. Others involved in his schemes 
are caught; through them the trail leads to him. 

He rushes to Switzerland via plane to consult an international banker 
who is in on the swindle, and takes Nicole with him. There she again 
meets Tony, with whom she falls in love. 

A financial debacle and street riots caused by Orloff’s schemes occur 
in Paris, and draw Orloff back. Nicole follows, hearing he is in danger. 
Still thinking him innocent, a man betrayed by his associates, she agrees to 
marry him, merely to enhance his good reputation. 

When Tony and Nicole meet, the latter breaks his heart by announcing 
her coming wedding. 

The ceremony takes place, but it does not have the desired effect. Orloff 
is hiding near the border, and when Nicole arrives he confesses his guilt, 
and says he is going to prove that at least his love for her was sincere. 

He contrives to meet death, to save her from being implicated with him. 
She returns to Paris, where she finds Tony — and happiness — waiting her.
